He 
is said to have instanty drawn bis 
pistol and fired, the tmllets pene- 
trating Kothwell's abdomen. One 
re}X>ri IS that Rothwell went lor 
his own gun first, and that the 
young man tiled when be saw 
liotluvell make the nu^e toward 
his. At any rale, o le of the 
bullets is sai l to have broken 
Rothweirs right arm, which fell 
by his side, and the f)Ul1tts wir.ch 
followed piMietrated a vitalspoi in 
t ie abdomen.

Agricultural Education. 

"To my mind the first thing to dc 
is to co-ordinate the raaearch work 
at the State University and Experi 
ment Station, at Lexington, and the 
two Normal schools. Eastern and 
Western, with the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, thereby increas- 
ing efficiency by preventing the loss 
In labor and tioM. I am delighted tc 
say that steps ara betas taton to bring 
that about. 

"But research work, either by 
government or atate, would be of lit 
tie value to the "farmer unless some 
way were found to teach him th€ 
things discovered by scientists in tht 
experiment stations, and hence W€ 
have the extension and demonstra- 
ttoD work. 

"I was told that the department has 
a great work along this line and that 
it is co-ordinating its activity with 
the activity of a similar character in 
the state agricttltafai colleges. Con 
gress has recently passed a bill pro 
Tiding for co-operative extension work 
in agriculture and home economics, tc 
be carried on by co-operation be 
tween the Department of Agricaltnrc 
at Washington and the various state 
agricultural colleges, and the Secre 
tary of Agriculture has taken tht 
very broad view that this fumisbef

Large Sum Devoted to It. 

"In future the amount of money be- 
ing tli-voted to tbi; kind of '-ducation 
to helii the farineis will be very large. 
The Smith I.ever act gives > a 

year for the first year to each agri- 
cultural college. Thereafter it is in- 
creased in each state in proportion to 
imal inhabiiaiiis iiiiii!. at the end of 
i;i:;hl ears, the ti tal ap:>rciM iatma 
will aiiioiuu to $4,:.»t»,00ii and that 
si>me' amount will be approprktied 
piinually thereafter. 

"I'nder this arrangement there will 
be coniingt to the Slate of Kentucky 
from this Smith-Lever appropriation, 
approximately $1.j4,Ui3 per annum 
\kbich must be supplemented by aii- 
prooriation made by the state or 
raised from conli ibiitions within the 
rotate, amouniing to :$U4,lo;i, or a 
grand total of nearly |30e.(NM pw an 
num. 

Getting Results In Woodford. 

"In Woodford county we are gottiU'/ 
great results by co-ordinating the ac- 
tivities of the Farmers' Union, the Y 

M. V. A. and the county de;iii)!i-=tratiji 
or e.xpei t. They are co-(;pei atiiii?. 

' I he Tedt ral Department of .\gr;- 
rulture has many lines of work whxh 
they want to transmit to the state 
colleges and thnuiKii them to the peo- 
ple, such as extei ininat ion of ho;; 
cholera, boys' corn club work and the 
twirls' canuiug clubs, the establishiim 
of dairy experts, cattle feeding ex- 
perts, exptit horticulturists for the 
apple and other fruit in<lnstries and 
others. 

Country School Problem. 

"Anotl ^ and most important part 

of the «'ak of helping una I <-oii;miini- 
lies is tae problem of eduiatidii in the 
country schools. The State I ii;\ei>!ty 
and the two Normal schools of the 
state are vitally Interested in thi:- 
problem. We must have a real educa 

jtion that his young men and woiiu'u

get hold of the rural school problem 
^ and focus the attention of the tea<.h 
I ers and the child upon the practical 
and valuable things whieh may be 
done as a part of the education uf that 
school. 

"I am very happy to say that I 
was told that in this broad extension 
work in agriculture in the state of 
Kentucky. Into which we are just 
now entering, th.- State .V.iima; 
schools are vitally interested, and 
that district agents who are represen- 
tatives of this united e.xtension \v,irl< 

"I was given to understand that 
the State Department of Agiiculture 
and other agricultural activities with 
in the state are all Joining in this 
general niovemetir 

Marketing of Farm Producta. 
"Another and mnst important line 
of agricultural endeavor, in whit h 
both the National l>e|>artn)ent of Ag 
riciiltiiie and the state a,e interestel. 
is a nev. line but recently undei taken 
the smdv uf Uie business side of 
farming and the economic conditions 
surrounding the farmer, which plays 
such an important part in makiag his 
efforts successful. 

"No matter Imw good a business 
man the farmer might be on bis own 
farm, no matter how much scientiht 
agriculture he might kno v n ! prac 
tice, and how well he iniLlu do his 
work, there may be, and often are 
( iicui sfaiices outside of his coniio 
which would still prevent htm fron 
making a success of his work. 

"For example, marketing conditions 
may be against him, and in this wo 
have one of the big problems of coun 
try life to-day. The Department ot 
.\griculture. in the last appropriation 
bill, received an aiipropriation o! 
$200,000 for the study and disseniina 
tiou of knowledge regarding the 
scientific marketing of the products o 
the farm.
